Chief of Police 
Frank Wait of Las Vegas, mem­ 
ber of a posse who hunted the 
killer in 1919, identified the body 
as that of Quejo. 
Died of Hunger 
In contrast 
to 
the 
dispatch 
with which he killed, Quejo died 
slowly of hunger, unable to leav e 
his bare-floored shelter to obtain 
food. His cav e was a v eritable 
- arsenal, stocked with 
30 rifles, 
a shotgun and a bow and arrows. 
A handful of mesquite beans, 
shriv eled and dried, lay beside 
the killer’s body. One leg w'as 
bound in burlap, indicating in­ 
jury. He was dressed in the same 
clothes he was last seen wear­ 
ing, Chief Wait said. 
Quejo’s last escapade was in 
1919, and he had been almost 
forgotten since. Some thought he 
had died years ago. He was 
a 
hunted man and spent most of 
his life fleeing from posses. His 
few friends excused his ruthless 
ness by saying he killed most for 
food. 
Killed 23 
Records show that he was di­ 
rectly responsible for the slay­ 
ing of 14 white men, white wo 
men and Indians. In addition to 
those, he was giv en credit for 
at least nine other killings, bring 
ing his total to 23. He terrorized 
southern Nev ada 
and 
western 
Arizona during his 
daring ex­ 
ploits, pouncing on prospectors, 
pioneer trav elers 
and his own 
tribesmen for food and clothing, 
killing when necessary. 
Kenyon and 
Schroeder were 
prospecting along the Colorado 
riv er, about 30 miles from Boul­ 
der Dam, when they came upon 
the cav e. They decided to inv es­ 
tigate and found the partly mum­ 
mified body.

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GEORGE WASHINGTON, STATESMAN 
Look ing back at national heroes across the far 
reaches of time, we tend, unintentionally, to be­ 
little them —acclaiming their greatness but for­ 
getting the soul-trying struggles that made them 
gre a t It seems natural, as the 208th anniv ersary of 
George W ashington’s birth comes around, to think 
of him as the history-book m ilitary genius, as first 
President as original adv ocate of American isola­ 
tion from European entanglements. All that is 
true, but it is by no means so simple a stoiy as 
tha t Washington faced the most em barrassing and 
powerful pressure imaginable in k eeping us out of 
foreign imbroglios. In the Rev olutionary War, 
French soldiers fought shoulder to shoulder with 
W ashington’s troops; Lafayette was by his side; 
FTeiich money and ships helped mak e possible 
America’s v ictory. But in 179 3, when France, en­ 
gaged in a complex war, demanded that the Unit­ 
ed States come in as her ally, Washington had 
the wisdom to say no and the strength to stand 
« teadfast That wasn’t easy! The nation rock ed 
With controv ersy. France called Washington un­ 
grateful; so did many of his own countrymen. But 
W ashington was a statesman, as well as a patriot 
He, too, sympathized with France. But he also 
k new that Louis XVI had helped the Colonists 
fight England primarily because France was then 
an enemy of Britain, eager to weak en English 
power in America to further French colonial aims. 
And so he had the magnificent courage to lay 
down the principle that has been v iolated but 
once since—in 19 17—and then to America’s great 
cost and disillusionment. Washington’s example 
should be a stimulus to ev ery official in Washing­ 
ton throughout these dangerous times of interna­ 
tional strife. He didn’t prov e it an easy thing to 
k eep America out of w ar—but he prov ed definitely 
that it can be accomplished by selfless patriotism 
and unflinching statesmanship. 


MRS. ZANETTA ROBERTSON 
Nettie Robertson is dead. 
Nettie Robertson whose real name was Mrs. 
Zanetta Robertson had liv ed in Orange for more 
than 54 years, going there when a young girl. She 
will long be remembered by countless lonely, eld­ 
erly women both of Santa Ana and of Orange for 
she had made it her life’s business to search along 
the highways and by-ways and to k nock at doors 
seldom opened to welcome a v isitor. 
She had no car. In rain or in shine, she might 
be seen mounting the steps of the busses Santa 
Ana bound, and when she reached her destination 
to start out on a long walk to v isit one of those 
she called “my old ladies.” Or, if she were in Or­ 
ange, she nev er quailed a t distances, sometimes 
walk ing two or three miles to bring a bit of the 
outside world to someone who had few contacts 
with it. 
She was a brav e soul. Only those who k new her 
best ev er will k now just how brav e she really 
was. She died alone in the house where she had 
Jiv ed so many years with her father and her 
m other and where she had liv ed without them 
for a quarter of a century. All around her were 
things of the past, but Nettie Robertson herself, 
was nev er of the past. She wore crisp new styles 
of the present All her walk ing was done in ultra­ 
modern shoes adapted to their purpose. 
Was there a Red Cross Driv e ? A rummage sale ? 
W ork to be done for the community? Ask Nettie 
Robertson. She was the treasurer of the Orange 
Community Welfare board. At Christmas she 
flood hour after hour helping to pack the bas­ 
k ets that were to go to the less fortunate. H er 
father, Dr. Alexander Park er, was a pastor of 
the Orange First Presbyterian church. There is a 
big stained-glass window in the north wall of the 
church auditorium placed there in memory of him 
and her mother whose example, it is said she 
followed, in her self-appointed task s. N ettie Rob­ 
ertson needs no stained-glass window as a memor­ 
ial, for memories of her k indness and Interest in 
toe sick and the lonely will liv e on. 


SCHOOLS GET A JOLT 
The following paragraph, tak en from the New 
York Journal American, carries a message that is 
pf considerable interest to many school districts 
and other div isions of local gov ernment where 
highly taxed priv ate electric properties are being 
tak en ov er by tax-exempt gov ernment electric 
projects: 
“WASHINGTON, Polk , County, Tenn., will 
hav e to close its schools and stop m aintaining 
its roads unless it is reimbursed for tax losses 
incurred since the Tennessee Valley Authority 
took ov er its local utilities. The House Mili­ 
tary Affairs Committee has been so informed 
today by Polk County Attorney H arry J. 
Schaeffer.” 
Item s lik e the abov e are bringing many local 
communities to a realization of the fact that they 
cannot destroy their tax cak e and still hav e it to 
e a t 
Gov ernment in business destroys more than 
the priv ate companies which are put out of busi­ 
ness. 
It destroys opportunity and local indepen­ 
dence. 
It destroys sources of tax rev enue which 
Will k eep all the functions of local gov ernment 
going. And it breeds a spirit of dependence upon 
centralized authority which is the v ery antithesis 
(Pi true democracy.

W HY SO DR A STIC— SO OF F E NSIV E 
Some of my New Deal acquaintances contend 
that I am too drastic, too offensiv e, in my dis­ 
cussion of people whom I think are adv ocating 
undemocratic and unsocial ideals. They contend 
that much more could be accomplished if I did 
not go after them so hard. 
I am not going after the followers of these 
"reform ers” in any drastic manner. The ones tha t 
I w ant to paint a true picture of in a realistic 
and drastic m anner are those who are the phony 
“liberals” who pose as friends of work ers but hav e 
no principle as a guide. 
Unless their real char­ 
acter and their real motiv es can be made k nown 
to the public, they w'ill continue in their methods 
of selling cov etousness and hate as an easy way 
of salv ing their conscience and mak ing an easy 
liv ing. The fact of the m atter is that these peo­ 
ple hav e to be shock ed before they can be aroused 
as to w hat they are really doing. It has undoubt­ 
edly crept on them by such a gradual method that 
many of them do not k now the unlimited harm 
they are doing to their fellowman. 
Calling a m an a name, of course, is absurd and 
not good English, unless it exactly applies to him. 
But things tha t are equal to the same thing are 
equal to each other, and if the indiv idual does 
things that are v ery sim ilar and are much lik e a 
socialist, or a parasite, or a robber, it would seem 
the most logical way to arouse and shock the 
man is to call him w hat he is. 
And no man who is really interested in his fel­ 
lowman and is seek ing the tru th will be at all 
offended by any drastic statem ent tha t someone 
else m ight m ak e about him, ev en if it does tem ­ 
porarily shock him from his complacency. In fact, 
if he is a t all honest, he will be glad tha t someone 
reduces his actions to extrem es so that he can 
more clearly see the ev entual effects. The best 
way to test any principle is to enlarge it or re­ 
duce It. 
We hav e gone so far in our socialistic, undemo­ 
cratic, bureaucratic road that we cannot continue 
to perm it these phoney “leaders” who adv ocate 
theories which do not seem to be subv ersiv e in a 
mild degree but are the most dangerous, to con­ 
tinue to spread these doctrines among the people 
w ithout challenging them in a scientific way to 
defend their position by explaining how it is in 
harmony with natural laws. 
Most of these people who are adv ocating the 
theories that hav e brought on the w orst and long­ 
est depression in our history are people who do 
not need to be handled with glov es. And the pub­ 
lic m ust be aroused as to their sinister motiv es 
so that they will not continue to lead us into 
economic pestilence.

President Roosev elt mak es the statem ent that 
priv ate debt has been reduced practically as much 
as the Federal debt has increased. He seems to 
think tha t this is a sign of progress. 
It is a sign of lack of progress. Priv ate people 
do not borrow when they do not believ e tha t bor­ 
rowing will create new wealth. It m ight be the 
best sign in the world to hav e a big priv ate debt, 
if by this debt the capital was in the hands of the 
wise, v enturesome people who would use the 
w ealth to mak e it grow more rapidly, than if it 
were held in conserv ativ e people’s hands who 
would not tak e a risk . 
But the $21,000,000,000 additional public debt 
is not something that earns income to pay off the 
debt. Possibly we hav e had a few roads or bridges 
built that were of some v alue, but the great part 
of the $21,000,000,000 of new Federal debt is some­ 
thing that will not earn anything, while the same 
amount of money borrowed by wise entrepreneurs 
would raise the standard of liv ing of all the peo­ 
ple. The Federal debt does exactly the opposite. It 
lowers the standard of liv ing of all the people. 
Roosev elt has a v ery strange idea of how to im- 
piov e the standard of liv ing of the one-third ill- 
fed, ill-clothed, and ill-housed. It will nev er be 
done by the Federal Gov ernment borrowing mon­ 
ey and wasting it.

The shuffle of 8 million liv es inv olv ed in mass 
ev acuation is the deepest social change to which 
England has been exposed since the industrial rev ­ 
olution. 
Bejeweled duchesses are learning that thousands 
of England’s children are v erminous and at the age 
of 12 still not housebrok en. Millions of youngsters 
aie learning that tenements, filth and disease are 
not inev itable accompaniments of existence; just 
as it is bursting upon them that milk does not 
grow in bottles or fruit in m ark et bask ets. 
Tragedy looms too. Thousands of children hav e 
run away, thousands hav e fallen into the hands of 
hard task masters, thousands are incorrigible and 
hav e driv en their new hosts to assault and ev en to 
cases of suicide. 
Slum habits and slum obsceni­ 
ties are rousing hatred and disgust among the 
cleanly and moral country folk . 
Thousands of 
young mothers in exile find sharing a k itchen with 
a total stranger beyond the lim it of nerv ous en­ 
durance. The problem of disease alone may wreck 
ev acuation plans. 
The social snarl produced by England’s war mi­ 
gration is the greatest unk nown factor behind 
the scenes in Europe today. W hether it will finally 
bind Britain together with strong new ties of 
brotherhood, or chok e the land in a tangle of dis­ 
lik e and distrust, may mak e or break English mor­ 
ale enough to decide the outcome of the war.

v ery successfully—to be a fair 
comment on ev ents and actions in 
general—hasn’t any business ty­ 
ing up with any fav orite to the 
exclusion of any contrary com­ 
ment, at least until the issues are 
drawn and there is no other thing 
to say except “yea” or “nay.’ 
In this v iew it is neither “de­ 
featism” nor "treason” to say that 
I believ e Mr. Roosev elt will be 
our next President—if that is my 
opinion—which it is.

youth leaders came from Sena­ 
tor B urt Wheeler 
of

practical. 
Get rid of the Com­ 
munists.” 
Youth leaders argued, howev er, 
that Communists existed in the 
United States and in the rank s 
of youth, and that they had a 
right to be heard if the youth 
mov ement Was really to be rep­ 
resentativ e.

In the great campaign against 
the v enereal diseases now under 
way in the United States, leader­ 
ship m ust be credited to those 
newspapers and periodicals which 
brought the terms “syphilis” and 
“gonorrhea” out of the limbo of 
words nev er to be used and into 
the public light. 
Credit m ust also 
go 
to 
Dr. 
Thomas Parran, surgeon general 
of the U. S. Public Health Serv ­ 
ice, 
who made the attack on 
syphilis a m ajor part of his pro­ 
gram. 
It has been said that 8 to 10 
per cent 
of 
our 
population 
is 
infected with syphilis. 
Today we 
k now that the statistics are not 
altogether reliable because of the 
taboos that 
exist 
against 
this 
disease and because cf its hidden 
character. 
Some 
countries 
hav e 
made 
great 
progress 
aginst 
syphilis 
Formerly 6000 new cases of syph­ 
ilis were reported each year in 
Sweden; today, only 431 are re­ 
ported each year. 
In Great 
Britain, in response to a national 
campaign with prov ision of free 
drugs for those unable to buy 
them, prev alence of syphilis de­ 
creased 50 per cent from 19 20 to 
19 34. 
The experiences of these nations 
show that syhpilis can be con­ 
trolled when people are willing to 
recognize the nature of the dis­ 
ease and attack it openly. 
Since the passage of the La 
Follette-Bul wink le 
bill, 
which 
prov ides $3,000,000 annually for

Fellow Citizens: 
All lov ers of our 
system 
of 
gov ernment m ust hav e been high 
ly pleased by the president’s re­ 
cent 
speech 
to 
the 
American 
Youths’ conference. Both friends 
and foes of his policies must also 
agree that his confident, cheer' 
ful personality, has lifted many 
out of despair into hope. 
Because of these v irtues he has 
won the hearts of 
the 
common 
people as few other public men 
hav e done. If he would only tell 
the country the whole tru th with 
respect to the state of the nation 
he would surely occupy 
a 
high 
place in history. 
This, howev er, he seems unable 
to do. For example, he claimed 
much credit in this address for 
lifting the national income from 
40 billion dollars in 19 32 to 68 bil­ 
lions in 19 39 , while the facts are 
that the 19 39 dollar has been de­ 
v alued until in the money m ar­ 
k ets of the world it is now worth 
only 59 .06 cents in 19 32 dollars. 
The gold content then was 25.8 
grains of gold and all other money 
was conv ertible into these gold 
dollars; while the present 
gold 
dollar, if we had it, would contain 
only 15 5-21 grains of gold. 
Therefore, the national income 
in 19 39 in 
term s 
of 
our 
19 32 
money was only $68,000,000,OOOx 
.59 06, or $40,160,800,000, or only 
a fraction of 1% more. 
Again in speak ing of recov ery he 
gav e the comparativ e income of 
19 32 and 19 39 without stating that 
agriculture and factory 
income 
had declined 70% between 19 29 
and 19 32, while the rate of wages 
and salaries had scarcely declin­ 
ed at all in big business where 
the larger portion of hired work ­ 
ers are employed. 
Nor 
did 
he 
state tha t 
while 
among 
those 
work ers 
who 
held 
their 
jobs 
through the depression were get­ 
ting these wages, that the v arious 
enterprises which paid the wages 
sustained a total net loss of 9 % 
billion dollars in 19 32. 
The increase of 82% in agricul­ 
tural income in 19 39 ov er 19 32 did 
not in reality amount to much be­ 
cause the 82% increase was on 
30% of the 19 29 
income, 
and 
82% of 30% is only 24.6%. 
The same holds good in all oth­ 
er catagories except wages 
and 
salaries; but in these the 62% is

fic coast, I believ e, were settled in 
similar fashion. Their bonds had 
been sold to all classes of people. 
These liquidations reduced inter­ 
est receiv ed by indiv iduals 
and 
they reduced the total amount of 
debt owed to indiv iduals and such 
districts and other distressed gov ­ 
ernments. 
In my case I had bought other 
property on time because of 
the 
sale of the property for which I 
was owed the $3300, and because 
solv ent I had to pay my debt in 
full while losing 65% of w hat was 
owed me.

NEW YORK, Feb. 22. — Edwin 
Leahy of the Chicago Daily News, 
a reporter who has made a spe­ 
cialty of union affairs, has just 
finished a series of 10 stories, in­ 
tended, as he said, “to allay the 
increasing suspicion of the labor 
mov ement.” 
“The purpose of these articles,” 
he wrote, “has been to offer a 
basis for the conclusion that the 
v ast majority of the trade unions 
are on the up-and-up and that 
the black sheep among them are 
giv ing the whole mov ement a “bum 
rap.” 
Hav ing read his series, it is my 
conclusion that he did not accom­ 
plish his purpose. 
Majority On Up-And-Up 
In the first place, he didn’t 
show that the v ast m ajority of the 
unions are on the up-and-up, but 
took the position that only the 
bad unions receiv e notoriety. 
It 
is true that those unions which 
hav e receiv ed notoriety lately— 
namely, the so-called Stagehands’ 
Union and the union of building 
serv ice employes—are bad unions 
and not on the up-and-up. 
But it 
doesn’t follow that all of 1he bad 
unions hav e receiv ed the same 
measure of publicity. 
The teamsters, for example, en­ 
joy a belter reputation than they 
deserv e 
because 
their 
national 
leadership is personally clean. 
In 
detail, 
howev er, 
the 
team sters 
hav e been a bad lot in New York , 
and it is well k nown of course, 
that on the Pacific coast, under 
Dav e Beck , this union established 
a Fascist dictatorship which not 
only undertook the legitim ate and 
laudable task of raising the team ­ 
sters’ wages 
but 
presumed 
to 
limit and regulate business com­ 
petition by the decrees of one 
man. 
Breweries Tak en Ov er 
Mr. Beck boasted that he had 
placed an embargo on California 
beer in Washington and Oregon 
and had tak en ov er certain brew­ 
eries and was running them be­ 
cause the team sters were hav ing 
a jurisdictional fight with 
the 
brewery work ers. 
Behind the curtain of priv acy in 
some uniohs, the A. F. L., while 
claiming great priv ilege as the 
body of Labor, with a capital 
“L.” has not deliv ered an account 
of its trust, and there Ls so much 
unrest and -complaint within the 
unions that the suspicion arises 
that all is not necessarily on the 
up-and-up in 
the quiet unions. 
Union rank and file k eep quiet 


for other reasons than content. 
It should be noted that thè 
Stagehands’ and Building Serv ice 
Employes’ 
unions 
also 
enjoyed 
quiet until a few week s ago, and 
that when that quiet was disturb­ 
ed the American Federation of 
Labor was not responsible for the 
outcry. 
The A. F. L. was con­ 
tent to tak e its toll, or lug, off the 
top of the dues of the member* 
and to let unioneering criminals 
get away with extortion and ter­ 
rorism until the rotten condition* 
were exposed. 
Ev er since then, 
although the best minds of the 
federation hav e held a meeting 
in Miami, they hav e not deplored 
the rottenness itself but the ex­ 
pose. 
Responsibilities Cited 
It seems not to occur to the 
American 
Federation of Labor 
that it has responsibilities to the 
nation which 
are equal to its 
great priv ileges. 
The betrayal of

labor occurs not when foul condi- 
tions are exposed but when men

The Example of Washington 
George W ashington liv ed in the 
first, Lincoln and Lee in the sec­ 
ond, and we in the third great 
crisis of the 
Republic. 
But in 
comparing today with these great 
yesterdays one thing has puzzled 
me. 
W hat are the men of great 
talents doing for free gov erment? 
And why, with a few fine excep­ 
tions, are they doing nothing.

In the court of public opinion 
they hav e been perm itting judg­ 
ments against business to be en­ 
tered by default. 
“Don’t giv e up the ship,” rang 
in our fathers' ear3. 
“Don't stick 
your neck out” is w hat our boys 
and girls hear their parents say. 
“I hav e not yet begun to fight,” 
said John Paul Jones. 
“Don't 
lead with your chin” is the battle 
cry of modern business. 
“I only regret that I hav e but 
one life to giv e to my country,” 
said Nathan Hale. 
“Let George 
do it” is w ar whoop of the tick er 
tape. 
Yes, there are exceptions. 
One 
is Wendell Willk ie. 
But how 
many Willk ies are there? 
A one- 
armed man has fingers enough to 
count them. 
It is the solemn truth that busi­ 
ness men, generally speak ing, hav e 
been the laughing stock of the 
Washington bureaucrats. 
Their 
sole plan of campaign has been 
to tiptoe down to Washington 
and k iss somebody,—salv ation by 
osculation 
For that they get the 
Bronx cheer and the axe! 
Mean­ 
time what are they doing to coun­ 
teract the pink s and reds who 
are teaching v oters to destroy 
them ? 
How are they meeting 
the challenge of tip American 
Youth Congress? 
W hat are they 
doing to insure the foundations 
upon which all inv estments and 
payrolls rest? 
How many are 
mak ing any real contribution of 


time or money to resell America 
to the American home m ark et? 
It is time for the natural lead­

to submit to the discipline o f 
their craft in o rder to gain mas­ 
tery o v er it. 
Self-expressio n that is no t the 
expressio n o f a disciplined self is 
a crude expressio n and unlikely 
to be welco med by adult-minded 
peo ple. 
It is unfair to allo w a 
child to think he is do ing so me­ 
thing fine when he is simply play ­ 
ing with a po ssibility. 
His wo rk 
will be fine when his mind, nerv es 
and muscles hav e been disciplined 
by training and perso nal experi­ 
ence. 
Artistic wo rk is the wo rk o f a 
master and the real master is o ne 


who has mastered himself and 
his art. 
He, and he alo ne, can 
wo rk o utside the rules.
